When I came to Victoria Composite from Strathcona 
Composite in 1965 as a math teacher, little did I realize 
that I would be saying good-bye in 1979 as the prin- 
cipal. These past fourteen years have presented a 
number of changes in the school that have been for the 
benefit of the student. 

In 1965, Victoria was two schools in one: Victoria 
Hizh School, an academic school as the east half of the 
campus; Victoria Vocational School, a technical school 
as the west half of the campus. This arrangement 
created rivalry among the students so that depending on 
what part of the school they were located, students were 
labelled “Good Guys” and “Bad Guys”. 

One of the first positive changes was to unite the two 
schools into ene school, with one principal. | hoped that 
this would provide a better school spirit, reduce student 
friction and allow a much broader selection of courses 
and programs. 

During the following years the shift of population to 
the suburbs and the opening of several new high 
schools reduced our population. Therefore we were able to serve the citizens of Edmonton in a variety of ways: shop 
programs for adults through the PETP (Priority Employment Training Plan}; adult attendance at day classes; in- 
corporation of the trades and service students in the T.D. Baker school. The latter program was integrated into one 
school under the leadership of one principal, as we have today. 

At present, in 1978-1979 we have approximately 1500 high school and 350 adult day students. 

Since the demand for adult education programs is increasing, the future of Victoria Composite may be a part of 
filling those needs as we hear rumours that the Government of Alberta will be taking over the school for adult up- 
grading programs. 

Considering the number of adults that are involved in education as a continuing concern, perhaps it is time for our 
students to examine goals and make firm decisions to stay in school to complete a chosen program. Many students 
want to leave school for the world of work. I think we should keep in mind that many of these students will be 
required to return to school for further education. Perhaps with a little more effort and determination, the decision to 
stay in school and to complete a program is the proper decision to make at this time. 

During my fourteen years at Vic, [ have found that each year presented a challenge. Curriculum and programs 
have changed to meet the needs of the student and change is always a challenge. 

} shall miss Vie, but in retirement I see more challenges in the future. Who knows? I may return to Vic as an 
adult student to cope with the challenges of my future interests.
